Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  my  report  on  the  Public  Health  Services 
for  the  year  1962. 

During  the  year  the  population  increased  by  226, 
the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  mid  1962  being 
8930  compared  with  8704  the  previous  year.  The  increase 
of  population  is  made  up  of  excess  births  over  deaths 
(128)  and  excess  inward  over  outward  migration  (98), 

The  number  of  infants  born  (209)  exceeded  by  34 
the  previous  year’s  total  (182)  and  resulted  in  a  rise  in 
the  birth  rate  from  20.0  to  23.4  per  1,000  of  the 
population  -  this  compares  with  the  national  figure  of 
18.0. 


There  were  81  deaths  recorded,  7  less  than  in  1961. 
Most  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circu¬ 
latory  system  and  these  accounted  for  39  or  just  under 
half.  Diseases  of  the  lung  caused  10  and  cancer  9,  4 

of  which,  all  in  respect  of  males,  were  caused  by  lung 
cancer. 

Pour  infants  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  one 
year  -  the  infantile  mortality  rate  working  out  at  19.09 
per  1,000  -  the  National  rate  being  21.4- 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during 
the  year  and  it  appears  that  the  immunisation  campaigns 
conducted  over  the  years  are  bearing  fruit.  In  England 
and  Wales  last  year  poliomyelitis  notifications  were  the 
least  for  half  a  century. 

By  any  standard  the  year  1962  was  a  good  one  and  my 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Jackson  and  all  the  Staff  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year.

The  Councils  decision  to  supply  the  town  with 
a  system  of  paper  sack  collection  over  a  period  of 
three  years  has  been  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  approximately  25%  of  the  properties  were  supplied. 
The  system  has  some  disadvantages,  but  during  the 
first  year's  operation  it  can  be  seen  very  clearly 
that  in  this  district  it  is  vital  that  the  scheme 
should  succeed  and  has  already  shown  advantages  in 
economy,  hygiene  and  staff  management.

Controlled  tipping  has  completely  filled  the 
remaining  dry  tips  in  the  district  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  experimental  tipping  was  being  carried 
out  in  a  wet  tip.  This  method  of  disposal  makes  it 
all  the  more  necessary  for  the  paper  sack  system  of 
collection  to  be  successful  and  a  further  report  will 
be  made  on  next  years  progress.

The  following  two  pages  show  the  many  various 
responsibilities  of  the  Council  and  their  Officers  in 
this  Department* 

In  connection  with  the  outside  working  staff,  the 
continual  loss  to  higher  paid  local  industry  prevents 
any  improvement  in  routine  amenity  services,  and  at 
times  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  the  statutory 
requirements  of  a  weekly  refuse  collection,  although 
it  is  seldom  that  complaints  are  made  about  this 
service* 

Prom  information  received  from  men  who  have 
left  the  Council1 s  service,  it  appears  that  the 
difference  in  the  weekly  wage  packet  when  going  into 
local  industry  is  between  £3  and  £4# 

Whilst  it  is  no  doubt  a  wise  policy  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  try  to  curb  the  spiral  of 
inflation  through  wage  increases,  the  above-mentioned 
facts  should  be  made  quite  clear  to  ratepayers*  It 
is  not  generally  appreciated,  to  take  for  instance 
the  problem  of  hand  road  and  pavement  sweeping,  that 
if  the  one  man  who  normally  does  this  work  is  away  - 
there  is  therefore  an  immediate  100%  deficiency  to
